THE WRECK oF TEE 


“ISLANDER.” 
SIXTY-FIVE LIVES LOST. * 

Details of the wreck of the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation, passenger steamer, Jsfandér, 
announced by direct telegranis from London at 
the time, are-to hand by the Canadian mail. 
The disaster occurred on August 15th, “at 2,30 in 
‘the ne morning, The, vessel, which Was the flag- 
ship‘of the G, P. N, fleet and ‘the largest and 
fastest passenger steamer on the Victoria- Skag- 
way route, collided with an iceberg off Douglas: 
Island, Alaska, while of her-way south with 
the. largest number of passengers that she has 
carried since she was replaced on the rina few 
months ago, and sank within fifteen minutes 


about 65 persons,’ including passengers and 


‘| members of her crew, were drowned. The 


steamer left Skagway on the even ng of Wed- 
nesday the t4th ult. and was proceeding out of 
Lynn canal when the collision occurred, Most 


bythe shock. The majority, got outon deck in 
time to be saved in the boats, which were quicke 
ly ‘manned, but a large’ number went down in 
their staterooms. 
- Capt, LaBlanc, pilot of the wrecked Islander, 
who was'on the bridge and in charge’ of the 
steamer at the time of the wreck, tells of the 
disaster as follows,.
